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RudbKCKIA AMI’LHXICAITLIS VaHL IN SOUTHERN ILLINOIS. 

On Juno 19, 1951, a singjle plant of Rudbeekia amplexiraylis Vahl. 
wa.s ol)S(‘rvetl growing!; at the north (*dge of the city ol Murphys- 
horo in Jackson Ooiinty. ddie plant was aliont eighteen inches 
in height and the habitat was a siding of the Clulf, Mobile ili: Ohio 

railroad. bhe soil was largely ot cinders. 

A check of several sources,' - reveals that Rudbeckm aniplext- 
caulis has not been rejiorted as occurring in Illinois. Future 
exploration of southern Illinois may reveal this plant in other 

locations. 

Previous collections ot Rudbeckui (ini })lcxtcG/iilis Vahl. have been 
recorded for sev'eral stab's to the southeast and southwest of 
Illinois and it seems fairly safe to conclude that the plant giew 
from seed carried in from the south by the railroad. 1 he dis¬ 
tribution as given in the 8th edition of dray’s Manual ol Botany 

is: da. to Tex., n. to Mo. and Kansas.
